Best results In the care of "mental" 
patients are obtained through In- 
dividual treatment of each case, ac- 
cording to Judge Perry L. Persons, 
who addressed a speclul meeting con- 
ducted by men at the Methodist 
church here last Sunday evening. 
"All cases of mental derangement 
can not be classed as Insanity, and 
our state Institutions are rarely re- 
ferred to as Insuno asylums In our 
courts," the judge stated, explaining 
that every effort was made to secure 
the best treatment possible for each 
case that came before the Lake 
county court. 

Judge Persons was speaking on 
the subject, "Social Work in tho 
County Court." During his 12 years 
on the county bench he never has 
committed a patient to an Institu- 
tion, state or private, without having 
first made an Inspection of the place 
and the methods of treatment.

But since that 
time the slogan "an apple a day 
keeps tho doctor away" has become 
fixed In our national consciousness, 
and the consumption of sonic sort of 
.itrult nt every meal has become al- 
most a national custom. • 
EvTho reasons for this can be found 
In the following paragraphs from 
tijjprood, Nutrition and Health" by E. V. 
IjWcCollum, Ph. D., Sc, D. and Nina 
'Slmmonds, Scs. D. (Hygiene.) Dr. 
jUcCollums Is Professor and Dr. 
iiSlmmonds was formerly Associate 
Professor of Chemical Hygiene, 
and Public Health, Johns Hopkins 
[University, Baltimore, Md. They say 
in their book: 

£iVIn the whole range of vegetable 
foods the fruits are tho most attrac- 
tive In appearance and flavor. No 
others furnish such a great variety of 
flavors. The fruits are among the 
most valuable of foods for a number 
of reasons. Most-fruits are rich In 
the vitamin C. which Is not widely 
* distributed among other foods, ex- 
cept tomatoes and some of the suc- 
culent vegetables, and fresh, uncook- 
ed leaves. 

Among Most Valuable Foods 

"Tho citrus fruit — oranges, lemons 1 
and grapefruit— stand first in their 
content of vitamin C. Apples, plums, 
'cherries, etc., contain much less of It. 
The tomato ripened In the Held Is 
rich In vitamin C. Those picked 
green and ripened by time contain 
substances which are disturbing to 
.the digestive tract, it Is well known 
that unripe apples and other unripe 
[fruits are unsafe to eat. Ripe fruit 
;Is rich In water and relatively poor In 
[nutrient principles. A large volume 
of fruit, therefore, Is necessary to 
furnish as much energy or protein as 
-would bo furnished by a very small 
package of some of the more concen- 
trated products, such as cereals, 
peas, beans, etc. Notwithstanding 
the fact that they are water-rich 
foods, poor in all the prominent 
'.nutrient substances— proteins, fats 
carbohydrates— they are^neve'ffheless 
very valuable components of the 
dietary, and should be regularly used. 
Fruits are especially. useful in pro- 
moting intestinal elimination and so 
help to promote Intestinal hygiene." 
All Fruits Now Available 
Of course all fresh fruits are now 
annually available In the localities 
-where they grow, but the canning of 
!resh fruits picked at the very mo- 
ment of their prime ripeness has 
'proved a great boon to the health of 
the nation.' No one need now go 
-Without fruit in the diet since those 
canned fruits are available every- 
where at every season of the year. 

The list df fruits so available in- 
cludes apples (whole and sliced, ap- 
ple sauce, apple butter and baked ap- 
ples), apricots (whole and halves), 
blackberries, blueberries, cherrlc«? 
(white, red and black), crabapples, 
cranberries, currants, flgs, fruits for 
salad, gooseberries, grapes, grape- 
fruit, loganberries, poaches (whole, 
halves, sliced and crushed), pears 
(whole and halves), plneappleB (slic- 
ed, crushed and tidbits), plums, 
prunes (dry and In syrup), quinces, 
raisins, raspberries (black and red), 
rhubarb and strawberries. All of the 
highly colored fruits are put la the 
sanitary enamel lined cans which 
[have become so popular with the 
'housewife. 

IT tho supply of any of those lags 
or tho price goes up, owing to some 
untold circumstances like tho heavy 
frost this Bprlng in California which 
cut down' this year's crop of peaches, 
another fruit can be readily sub- 
stltued. For Instance. Italian prunes 
form a highly acceptable' BubBtituto 
for peaches, and their • Juice blends 
wonderfully In fruit cocktails.

Frederic Lewis Hatch was bom 
November 1, 1848, on a farm about 
one mile east of Spring Grove in tho 
town of Burton, McHenry county, 
Illinois, and died at his home about 
two and one-half miles east of Spring 
Grove, in the town of Antioch, Lake 
county.

The recent cases where relays of 
men have worked for days providing 
artificial breathing for persons so In- 
jured or diseased that they could not 
breathe for themselves, have led Bell- 
evue hospital. New York, to Install 
a newly invented machine which will 
do this electrically for as long as 
may be necessary. 

The sufferer from drowning, elec- 
tric shock or gas asphyxiation, who 
does not recover with first-aid 
artificial respiration, given at the 
scene of the accident, may be brought 
to the hospital, the "Schaefer prone 
pressure method" being continued in 
the ambulance, and placed In the 
machine. The patient's body is put 
in a great metal cylinder, with the 
head coming out through an opening 
that Is cleverly made alr-tlght with- 
out clamping the neck dangerously 
tight. Compressed air Is then forced 
into and out of the cylinder by the 
electric machinery. In such a way 
that the chest is alternately com 
pressed and expanded, forcing the 
lungs to work, at the normal rate. 
I The electricity machinery can con 
tinuo Its work Indefinitely and there 
are none of the dangerous pauses 
which sometimes occur when relays 
of workers change places In artificial 
respiration. The device was develop- 
cd at the request of a committee 
representing the gas companies of 
New York City, whoso records show 
that many lives are saved by long- 
continued artificial respiration, while 
the man-power efforts that are too 
soon given up result In the loss of 
some patients who could have been 
saved.
